Capability,  Organization  and  Responsibility 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  was  created  by  the  Laws 
of  Montana  in  1945  and  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the 
safety  of  the  public,  the  promotion  of  aviation,  and  the  coordination 
of  State  Agencies  engaged  in  aviation  operations  within  this  State. 

Civil  aircraft  search  and  rescue  operations  are  directed  by  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  by  the  coordination  of  available 
agencies  through  a search  and  rescue  organization  which  includes 
14  search  and  rescue  districts  with  a District  Coordinator  directing 
air  search  operations  in  each  district.  These  search  and  rescue  Co- 
ordinators are  experienced  pilots  and  flight  operators  familiar  with 
their  respective  areas  and  familiar  with  the  capabilities  of  the  pilots 
in  those  areas.  Operations  are  conducted  on  a volunteer  basis  with 
the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  financing  the  cost  of  gasoline 
and  oil  used  in  aircraft;  telephone  calls  and  the  cost  of  special 
search  and  rescue  equipment. 

The  capability  for  air  search  operations  in  Montana  is  based 
on  the  1600  civil  airplanes  owned  within  the  State,  plus  an  in- 
creasingly substantial  number  of  National  Guard  Liaison  type  air- 
craft and  helicopters.  The  MAC  listings  of  volunteer  help  include  502 
pilots  and  304  aircraft. 

Specialized  equipment  has  been  procured  for  search  and  rescue 
and  civil  defense  operations  financed  in  part  by  Federal  Civil  De- 
fense Administration  funds  and  in  part  by  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  funds.  This  special  equipment  includes  unicorn  radios 
operating  on  frequencies  of  122.8,  121.5  and  123.0  with  35  units  in- 
stalled in  various  Montana  communities  for  the  purpose  of  air  to 
ground  communications.  Other  special  equipment  includes  surplus 
equipment  released  by  the  Military  services,  which  has  been  pro- 
cured for  use  in  carrying  out  operations  pertaining  to  lost  aircraft. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  responsible  for  search 
and  rescue  operations  pertaining  to  CIVIL  AIRCRAFT  within  the 
State  of  Montana  and  the  4TH  AIR  FORCE  OF  THE  AIR  DEFENSE 
COMMAND,  USAF  is  responsible  for  search  and  rescue  operations 
pertaining  to  incidents  involving  MILITARY  AIRCRAFT  within  the 
nine  western  States. 

A cooperative  agreement  between  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission  and  the  4th  Air  Force  provides  operational  procedures 
wherein  these  responsibilities  are  designated  with  an  agreement  of 
mutual  aid  between  these  two  Federal  and  State  Agencies  re- 
sponsible for  the  direction  of  aircraft  search  and  rescue  in  Montana. 

Responsibilities  for  operations  pertaining  to  aircraft  search  and 
rescue  may  be  further  broken  into  two  categories  (1)  wherein  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  air  search 
for  lost  aircraft  and  (2)  after  the  missing  airplane  has  been  found, 
the  ground  rescue  operations  are  then  a responsibility  of  the 
Sheriffs  of  the  respective  Counties  in  Montana. 
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An  important  function  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
search  and  rescue  operations  is  the  coordination  of  assistance  on  lost 
aircraft  incidents,  which  is  given  by  many  persons  and  organizations 
and  other  State  and  Federal  agencies.  An  important  service  is 
rendered  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  Flight  Service  Stations. 

The  FAA  Airway  Air  Traffic  Control  and  Control  Center  or- 
ganization in  Montana  is  usually  the  first  agency  to  be  informed  of 
and  aware  of  a lost  aircraft  incident.  The  Airway  Communication 
Chiefs  or  the  Communicator  on  duty  relays  the  alert  to  the  Montana 
Aeronautics  Commission  by  phone  or  by  TWX  or  by  radio,  and  the 
search  and  rescue  Coordinator  of  the  area  concerned  is  also  alerted 
through  the  facilities  of  the  FAA  or  by  phone.  The  4th  Air  Force 
search  and  rescue  organization  at  Hamilton  Field,  California,  is 
alerted  and  assumes  the  jurisdiction  over  the  incident  if  the  aircraft 
is  a MILITARY  AIRCRAFT. 

A communication  search  is  initiated  if  immediate  following 
information  does  not  reveal  the  location  of  the  airplane.  Agencies 
called  in  to  assist  in  a communications  check  are  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol,  the  Montana  Sheriffs,  the  press,  Commercial  Radio 
broadcasting  stations,  and  various  flight  operators  and  pilots  located 
within  the  area  concerned.  The  police  radio  net  is  used  and  all 
agencies  make  a detailed  check  within  the  designated  area  by  the 
use  of  the  telephone,  and  by  personal  inquiry.  The  search  and 
rescue  Coordinator  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  co- 
ordinates the  operations  of  various  agencies  initiating  inquiries. 
The  information  is  evaluated  by  the  Coordinator,  who  then  sets  up 
an  aerial  search  of  a specific  area  where  the  aircraft  is  considered 
to  be,  or  a search  of  a route  over  which  the  lost  airplane  is  known 
to  have  taken  or  used.  The  area  to  be  searched  usually  radiates 
from  the  last  known  position  of  the  airplane.

BORDER  CROSSING  PROCEDURES 


Customs  and  Immigration  Information 
for  Aircraft  Pilots  Departing  for  Canada 

PRIOR  TO  DEPARTURE:  Outbound  private  aircraft  carrying  no 
cargo  nor  passengers  for  hire  are  not  required  to  obtain  U.  S. 
Customs  clearance  nor  file  a State  Department  Temporary  Sojourn 
Certificate  for  flights  to  Canada  or  Alaska.  Your  flight  plan  filed 
with  F.  A.  A.  should  request  Canadian  Customs  be  notified  of  your 
estimated  time  of  arrival  at  a Canadian  port  of  entry. 

Customs  clearance  is  required  for  departing  scheduled  and  non- 
scheduled  flights;  for  aircraft  being  exported  under  their  own  power; 
and  for  aircraft  carrying  cargo,  except  that  in  cases  where  it  is 
extremely  difficult  for  an  operator  of  a private  aircraft  carrying 
passengers  for  hire  to  Canadian  points  or  departing  for  Canada  in 
order  to  pick  up  passengers  for  hire  at  a Canadian  point,  may  call  a 
Customs  port  of  entry  by  phone  and  obtain  outward  clearance. 

RETURN  FLIGHT:  You  must  notify  the  Collector  of  Customs  at 
the  international  airport  of  entry  where  you  expect  to  land.  Your 
flight  plan  filed  with  the  Canadian  Department  of  Transport  should 
request  U.  S.  Customs  notification,  such  notification  to  be  at  least 
one  hour  prior  to  your  arrival.  The  notice  must  specify  the  type  of 
aircraft,  registration  marks,  name  of  aircraft  commander,  number  of 
aliens  and  number  of  citizen  passengers,  and  estimated  time  of 
arrival.  Airports  of  entry  in  Montana  are  Great  Falls,  Cut  Bank 
and  Havre. 

Sweetgrass,  West  Poplar  and  East  Poplar,  Montana  are  the 
only  ports  in  Montana  having  landing  strips  near  the  Customs  office. 
Permission  to  land  at  East  Poplar  may  be  secured  by  telephone 
from  the  Deputy  Collector  in  Charge,  at  Sweetgrass  and  at  West 
Poplar  radio  permission  to  land  may  be  obtained.  Porthill,  Idaho, 
will  grant  landing  permission  to  float  planes.  Landing  facilities  at 
ports  in  Montana  and  Idaho  not  named  above  are  unavailable. 

FORCED  LANDINGS:  Forced  landings  must  be  reported  as  soon 
as  practicable  to  Customs  at  intended  place  of  first  landing  or  to 
the  nearest  Customs  office.  No  merchandise  or  baggage  may  be 
removed  nor  any  passengers  or  crew  member  allowed  to  depart 
without  permission  of  a Customs  officer,  except  for  safety  or  preser- 
vation of  life  purposes. 

INSPECTION  UPON  RETURN:  After  landing,  remain  in  or  near 
your  plane  until  contacted  by  the  Customs  or  Immigration  officer 
on  duty.  ALL  ARTICLES  ACQUIRED  ABROAD  INCLUDING  GIFTS 
AND  ARTICLES  TO  FOLLOW  MUST  BE  DECLARED  TO  CUSTOMS 
OFFICER  AT  TIME  OF  A PERSON’S  ARRIVAL. 

PENALTIES:  Failure  to  comply  with  aircraft  reporting  require- 
ments is  a violation  of  the  law,  punishable  by  Fine  and  Seizure. 

OVERTIME  CHARGES:  Overtime  charges  are  generally  payable 
for  after  port  hour  inspections  on  weekdays  and  at  any  time  on 
Sundays  and  holidays.  Minimum  rate  is  $10.44  and  the  maximum 
$55.84.  These  rates  are  pro-rated  with  other  arrivals  and  departures. 
Refunds  of  excess  charges  are  made  after  determination  of  the 
proper  charge. 

Alien  permanent  residents  of  the  United  States  who  have  been 
absent  from  the  United  States  for  more  than  one  year,  must  at  time 
of  applying  for  readmission  to  the  United  States  present  a valid 
unexpired  re-entry  permit,  or  returning  resident’s  visa. 

Alien  temporary  visitors  to  the  United  States  must  on  their 
departure  from  this  country  surrender  to  Canadian  Immigration  or 
Customs  officers  any  visitor’s  permit  issued  to  them  at  time  of  their 
admission  to  the  United  States. 
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Procedure  for  Private  Aircraft  Carrying  Passengers 
For  Hire  to  Canadian  Points  or  Departing  for  Canada  to  Pick 

Up  Passengers  for  Hire 

This  Procedure  Does  Not  Apply  to  Aircraft  Returning  from  Canada 

The  Bureau  of  Customs  under  date  of  December  15,  1958  has 
amended  the  aircraft  regulations  in  cases  where  it  is  extremely 
difficult  for  an  operator  of  a private  aircraft  carrying  passengers 
for  hire  to  Canadian  points  or  departing  for  Canada  in  order  to  pick 
up  passengers  for  hire  at  a Canadian  point,  to  call  at  a Customs  port 
of  entry  prior  to  departure  and  file  clearance  documents  in  person 
for  the  aircraft. 

This  new  authority  authorizes  Collectors  to  approve  the  clear- 
ance of  aircraft  in  such  instances  as  cited  above  by  telephone  and 
accept  the  filing  immediately  by  mail  of  the  outward  general 
declaration. 

The  above  procedure  is  not  applicable  to  aircraft  exporting 
merchandise. 

General  declarations  on  Customs  Form  7507  for  such  use  may 
be  obtained  from  this  office  (Collector  of  Customs,  Great  Falls, 
Montana)  upon  receipt  of  75  cents  for  a pad  of  100  forms. 

During  regular  office  hours — 8:00  A.M.,  to  6:30  P.M.,  Monday 
through  Friday,  permission  should  be  obtained  by  calling  GLendale 
3-7840  or  2-3578.  After  regular  hours,  on  Saturdays,  Sundays,  or 
holidays,  any  one  of  the  following  officers  may  be  contacted,  except 
that  charter  flights  originating  in  Great  Falls  should  contact  the 
regular  officer  on  duty,  whose  name  may  be  secured  from  F.  A.  A.:

HUNTER  SAFETY 

Montana  hunters  who  lack  outdoor  orientation  savvy  may  pirofit 
from  the  three  fires  in  a triangle  as  a supplementary  distress  signal 
in  addition  to  the  official  emergency  distress  signals.  The  problem 
of  lost  hunters  has  long  plagued  the  Fish  and  Game  Department.  It 
is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  teach  all  of  the  hunters  in  the  State 
the  standard  emergency  aircraft  signals,  but  three  fires  lit  in  a tri- 
angle by  hunters  who  have  become  immobilized  in  inaccessible  and 
remote  areas  will  enable  the  pilot  or  observer  to  readily  spot  emer- 
gency situations.  Hunters  who  become  lost  or  injured  and  unable 
to  get  out  to  civilization  will  benefit  by  the  three  fires  in  a triangle. 

The  plan  is  to  have  the  three  fires  at  elast  20  yards  apart  so  as 
to  make  an  unmistakable  signal.  Solitary  campfires  are  worthless 
since  pilots  or  observers  have  no  way  of  knowing  whether  the  person 
lighting  such  fire  is  in  trouble  or  not.  The  three  fire  combination 
is  a clear  indicator  of  distress. 

Even  if  the  forest  canopy  obscures  the  view  of  the  person  on 
the  ground  from  the  aircraft  above  or  from  lookout  points,  the 
three  smudges  should  be  apparent  to  an  aircraft  observer  without 
any  trouble. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  simple  emergency  signal  will  enable  Mon- 
tana hunters  to  go  through  at  least  one  hunting  season  without  a 
fatality  due  to  being  lost.  In  many  cases  a hunter  may  be  expected 
to  be  out  pursuing  game  for  a period  of  as  long  as  a week.  Should 
he  be  injured  the  first  day,  his  would-be  rescuers  would  have  no 
idea  as  to  his  plight  and  would  not  attempt  to  locate  him  until  the 
prescribed  period  of  time  had  elapsed.  With  this  signal,  it  is  hoped 
that  chance  aircraft  or  casual  observers  could  send  help  in  sufficient 
time  to  avoid  a needless  tragedy.
